Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  West  Oxfordshire 
Combined  Districts  for  1947,  which  has  been  compiled  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Circular  170/47  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  31st  December,  1947. 

Vital  Statistics 

£ 

The  Birth  Rates  show  a  considerable  increase,  in  common  with  the 
rest  of  the  country.  Death  Rates  and  Infant  Mortality  figures  continue 
to  be  low.  Only  one  maternal  death  occurred  in  the  whole  area. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  been  exceptionally  low  during 
the  year. 

Poliomyelitis 

In  the  late  summer  and  autumn  of  1947  an  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis 
occurred  in  the  country  generally.  Six  cases  occurred  in  the  area, 
apparently  sporadically.  All  were  in  houses  where  there  was  a  high 
standard  of  sanitation  and  hygiene  generally.  There  was  one  death, 
while  the  other  five  cases  recovered,  four  without  residual  paralysis 
and  one  with  only  very  slight  paralysis.  Two  other  deaths  occurred 
attributed  to  the  disease  in  cases  which  had  not  been  notified. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  continued  during  the  year.  Arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  this  work  to  be  done  by  the  School  Medical 
Officers  in  the  case  of  school  children;  in  the  case  of  children  under  5 
the  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres,  or  may  be  done  by 
any  general  practitioner  under  the  scheme  suggested  by  the  Ministry 
in  Circular  2753. 

As  it  is  now  over  four  years  since  the  majority  of  the  school  children 
were  immunised,  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  receive  a  further 
injection  in  order  to  maintain  their  immunity.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  School  Medical  Officers  to  carry  out  this  work. 

The  responsibility  for  carrying  out  this  work  passes  to  the  County 
Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946. 
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Water  Supply 

(i)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  supplied  by  piped  public  supplies 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  There  are  still  many 
villages  without  a  piped  supply  and  in  some  cases,  as  in  Hook  Norton, 
the  position  is  serious.  Drinking  water  has  had  to  be  carted  to  that 
village  since  1935  as  many  of  the  village  wells  are  polluted. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examinations  of  public  piped  supplies  have  been 
made  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(iii)  The  public  supplies  are  practically  all  hard  water  and  there  is  no 
question  of  plumbo-solvency. 

(iv)  No  special  action  has  been  necessary  on  account  of  any  form  of 
contamination. 


(v)  In  the  urban  districts  the  majority  of  the  houses  are  connected 
to  the  mains.  As  far  as  the  rural  districts  are  concerned  it  would  be 
difficult  to  give  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  proportion  of  dwelling 
houses  and  the  proportion  of  the  population  supplied  from  water  works 
directly  or  by  means  of  standpipes,  without  carrying  out  an  extensive 
survey.  This  has,  however,  been  done  in  the  case  of  the  Chipping  Norton 
Rural  District  (see  Table  1). 


New  and  comprehensive  schemes  for  supplying  practically  the  whole 
area  are  at  present  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Local  Authorities. 

Where  information  is  given  regarding  bacteriological  examination  of 
water  supplies  the  Ministry  of  Health  Classification  has  been  adopted. 
The  following  is  the  classification: 


Class  1 .  Highly  satisfactory 
Class  2.  Satisfactory... 
Class  3.  Suspicious  ...

Housing 

A  survey  is  at  present  being  undertaken  of  all  houses  of  a  rateable 
value  under  £20  in  the  rural  areas,  and  the  work  is  being  co-ordinated 
by  the  Oxfordshire  Rural  Housing  Committee. 

Houses  have  been  classified  as  follows: 

Class  1.  Houses  fit  in  all  respects. 

Class  2.  Houses  requiring  minor  repairs. 

Class  3.  Houses  with  major  defects  capable  of  being  made  fit  at 
reasonable  cost. 
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Class  4.  Houses  suitable  for  reconditioning  under  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Act  1926.  This  class  has  now  been  eliminated  as  the  Act 
has  been  repealed. 

Class  5.  Houses  suitable  for  demolition. 

In  the  case  of  the  Chipping  Norton  Rural  District  the  survey  has 
now  been  completed. 

There  is  still  an  acute  housing  shortage  in  the  greater  part  of  the 
district. 

Progress  with  regard  to  the  erection  of  new  houses  has  been  slow 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for 
their  valuable  co-operation  during  the  year.

Section  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply.  There  are  two  sources:  (1)  Springs  in  limestone  at 
Old  Chalford.  (2)  A  well  sunk  in  1941,  1^  miles  to  the  south-east  of 
the  town.  There  are  three  covered  storage  reservoirs  and  also  a  water 
tower.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  is  of  good  quality,  though  rather 
hard.  Bacteriological  examinations  carried  out  each  month  showed 
that  the  water  was  Class  I  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  classification. 

Sewage  Disposal.  The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  town  are  con¬ 
nected  to  the  public  sewers.  The  disposal  works  are  situated  just 
outside  the  Borough  boundary  on  the  Worcester  Road.  The  present 
scheme  is  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  population  and  is  deficient  in 
many  respects.  A  new  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  is  awaiting  the 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.

HOUSING 

Unfit  Houses.  A  considerable  number  of  unlit  houses  in  the  town 
which  have  not  yet  been  demolished  have  become  temporarily  occupied 
as  a  result  of  the  evacuation  scheme. 

Council  Houses.  Since  the  end  of  the  war  24  permanent  houses  have 
been  completed,  30  prefabricated  bungalows  have  been  erected,  and 
13  R.A.F.  huts  have  been  converted. 

34  houses  are  under  construction  and  8  R.A.F.  huts  are  in  course  of 
conversion.  The  approval  of  the  Ministry  has  been  obtained  for  the 
erection  of  10  cottages  for  old  people.

Social  Conditions  and  Occupations 

The  main  industry  of  the  town  is  blanket  making,  an  industry  which 
existed  in  Witney  from  very  early  times.  The  factories  are  modern, 
well  conducted  and  the  general  working  conditions  are  of  an  excep¬ 
tionally  high  standard.  There  is  also  a  glove  factory  in  the  town, 
two  large  launderies,  a  brewery  and  a  mineral  water  manufacturing 
works. 

More  recently  a  machine  tools  works  and  a  military  clothing  factory 
have  been  established.  A  considerable  number  of  the  inhabitants  are 
employed  at  an  aircraft  factory  just  outside  the  town  and  also  in 
connection  with  the  Nuffield  Group  of  Industries  at  Oxford.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1 .  (i)  Water  Supply.  The  present  scheme  was  completed  at  the  end 

of  1936.  The  water  is  taken  from  the  River  Windrush  at  a  point 
situated  just  below  Worsham  Mill  in  the  parish  of  Asthall,  about  4 
miles  from  Witney.  The  water  flows  into  a  raw  water  storage  tank 
with  a  capacity  of  15  hours’  supply  where  clarification  and  coagulation 
by  Aluminium  Sulphate  takes  place;  from  this  point  the  clarified  water 
gravitates  to  three  filter  beds  (each  150  sq.  feet)  and  passes  to  the 
chlorinating  plant  after  which  it  is  dechlorinated  by  Ammonia  treat¬ 
ment.  It  is  pumped  to  a  covered  service  reservoir  situated  at  Whitehall 
—at  a  height  of  402  feet — i.e.  25  feet  higher  than  the  former  water 
tower,  and  with  a  capacity  for  3  days’  storage;  from  the  reservoir  it 
gravitates  to  the  town  in  12"  mains. 

Water  Analysis.  Monthly  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  at  the  University  of  Birming¬ 
ham.  All  showed  satisfactory  results,  there  being  no  B.  Coli.  in  100  c.c. 

Sewage  Disposal.  An  extension  of  the  existing  sewage  works  with 
larger  settling  tanks  and  increased  filtration  is  urgently  necessary  in 
order  to  deal  with  the  sewage  of  the  area  added  by  the  Oxfordshire 
Review  Order.  The  parish  of  Coggs  which  is  at  present  dealt  with 
separately  by  land  irrigation  will  ultimately  come  into  the  main  scheme. 
Also  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  just  before  the  war  has 
placed  an  added  strain  on  the  sewage  disposal  works.  It  is  hoped  to 
start  the  scheme  as  soon  as  the  labour  situation  permits. 

Section  D 
HOUSING 

Unfit  Houses.  There  are  very  few  unfit  houses  in  the  town  but  there 
is  a  good  deal  of  overcrowding  resulting  from  the  housing  shortage. 
There  are  a  number  of  huts  originally  occupied  by  squatters  where  the 
sanitary  conditions  are  unsatisfactory. 

Council  Houses.  Since  the  war  the  Council  has  prepared  a  site  for 
200  permanent  houses,  56  of  which  have  been  completed  and  a  further 
30  are  in  course  of  erection.  The  Council  has  also  acquired  26  bungalows 
which  were  erected  by  the  Ministry  of  Aircraft  Production.

Scarlet  Fever.  4  cases  occurred  in  1947  as  compared  with  11  in  1946.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply.  The  Borough  is  supplied  from  the  Oxford  City 
Waterworks  at  Swinford  Bridge;  the  adjoining  parishes  of  Bladon  and 
Hensington  Without  have  the  same  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  is  at  present  no  adequate  system  of 
sewage  disposal  in  the  town,  the  larger  houses  are  connected  to  cess¬ 
pools  and  the  smaller  houses  have  earth  closets.  The  contents  of  pail 
closets  have  in  some  instances  to  be  carried  through  the  houses  for 
emptying  as  there  is  no  back  entrance.  The  cesspools  are  liable  to 
overflow  and  cause  nuisances;  there  are  also  a  number  of  old  drains 
which  are  liable  to  discharge  sewage  at  various  points.  All  this  is  of 
course  most  unsatisfactory  from  a  health  point  of  view,  but  is  likely 
soon  to  be  remedied. 

Work  has  been  re-started  on  the  new  sewage  disposal  scheme.  The 
outfall  works,  which  will  be  situated  close  to  the  River  Glyme,  will  be 
designed  to  deal  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  59,000  gallons  per  day.  The 
purification  works  will  consist  of  detention  chambers,  sedimenta¬ 
tion  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  a  humus  tank,  the  effluent  being 
discharged  into  the  River  Glyme.  It  will  be  necessary  to  pump  the 
entire  flow  to  the  outfall  works. 
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Section  D 
HOUSING 

Unfit  Houses.  There  are  a  considerable  number  of  unfit  houses  in 
the  Borough,  particularly  in  Old  Woodstock,  and  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  town  near  the  river  which  will  require  to  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as 
conditions  permit. 

Council  Houses.  12  houses  have  been  completed  in  the  post-war 
building  programme.  8  are  at  present  under  construction  and  sites 
have  been  acquired  for  a  further  18. 

Owing  to  lack  of  sites  these  houses  are  being  built  in  Hensington 
Without  in  the  Chipping  Norton  Rural  District.

Section  C 

Water  Supply.  Under  the  Banbury  Corporation  Act  1946  the 
Banbury  Town  Council  acquired  powers  to  supply  water  to  the  whole  of 
the  Banbury  Rural  District,  with  the  exception  of  the  parishes  of 
Deddington,  Duns  Tew,  Steeple  Aston,  Middle  Aston  and  North  Aston. 

The  following  is  the  position  in  the  individual  parishes: 

Adderbury  East  and  West.  Banbury  Borough  supply.  Piped. 
Satisfactory. 

Alkerton.  There  is  a  public  dip  well  which  is  polluted,  and  also  a 
public  pump  where  the  water  is  of  satisfactory  quality.  Position  in  this 
village  is  unsatisfactory. 

Bar  ford  St.  John  and  St.  Michael.  Wells,  some  of  which  are  polluted. 
Position  unsatisfactory. 

Bloxham  and  Bodicote.  Both  supplied  by  Banbury  Borough.  Piped 
supply.  Satisfactory. 

Bourton.  There  is  a  piped  supply  from  a  ram  for  part  of  the  village; 
the  overflow  is  used  for  cattle.  The  scheme  is  primitive  and  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  often  short  in  the  summer  months.  There  are  also  wells  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  village  which  are  of  doubtful  quality. 

Broughton.  Wells  entirely,  which  have  been  short  in  dry  summers. 
There  is  a  private  spring  which  might  possibly  supply  this  village  and 
North  Newington. 

Claydon.  Position  very  unsatisfactory.  Public  and  private  wells. 
Many  are  polluted.  Water  has  had  to  be  carted  in  dry  periods.  Some 
of  the  inhabitants  have  to  fetch  water  half  a  mile.  The  problem  in  this 
village  is  very  difficult  as  there  is  no  satisfactory  source  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood. 
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Cropredy.  Part  of  this  village  is  supplied  from  a  spring  owned  by 
Brasenose  College,  Oxford — this  is  a  piped  supply.  There  are  also 
private  wells,  several  of  which  are  known  to  be  polluted. 

Drayton.  Several  private  and  public  wells. 

Deddington.  Supplied  by  a  public  piped  supply  from  a  spring  near 
Duns  Tew.  Satisfactory  and  sufficient.  Supplies  Deddington,  Hampton 
Clifton  and  Duns  Tew. 

Epwell.  Wells  and  springs  of  satisfactory  quality  and  quantity. 
No  piped  supply. 

Hanwell.  Private  wells  and  springs.  A  public  supply  is  necessary 
but  it  is  difficult  to  find  a  source. 

Hook  Norton.  Wells  and  a  public  spring.  Practically  all  the  sources 
in  the  village  are  polluted,  and  water  has  been  carted  to  the  village 
since  1936.  The  population  of  the  village  is  1200  and  a  water  scheme  is 
urgently  necessary,  but  has  not  been  carried  out  in  the  past  owing  to 
the  lack  of  a  suitable  source  of  supply. 

Horley.  There  is  a  private  spring  in  the  village,  the  overflow  of 
which  is  piped  to  four  standpipes.  A  water  scheme  is  necessary,  and 
there  is  a  good  spring  in  ironstone  rock  in  the  neighbourhood  which 
could  be  utilized. 

Horton.  Piped  supply  from  a  spring,  at  Ragnal  Bottom.  The  water 
is  pumped  to  a  reservoir  of  three  days’  storage  capacity.  Satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  It  yields  sufficient  for  20  gallons  per  head  of 
population  in  the  village. 

Milcombe.  There  is  a  public  well  and  a  spring  which  belongs  to 
Christ  Church.  The  latter  is  piped  to  a  standpipe.  The  supply  meets 
the  needs  of  the  village  in  normal  times. 

Middle  Aston.  Wells  and  springs. 

Milton.  Supplied  by  Banbury  Borough. 

Mollington.  There  is  a  public  well  which  is  polluted  and  a  spring 
which  is  satisfactory.  There  are  also  several  private  wells.  A  public 
water  supply  is  needed. 

North  Aston.  Wells  and  springs. 

North  Newington.  There  is  a  public  well  augmented  by  a  private  well. 

South  Newington.  There  are  56  wells  in  the  village,  some  of  which  are 
known  to  be  polluted.  A  public  supply  is  required  and  this  could 
probably  be  met  by  an  extension  from  Wiggington. 

Shennington.  Public  supply  from  a  spring  with  a  raising  plant 
consisting  of  a  wind  pump  and  an  auxiliary  petrol  engine;  there  is  a 
service  reservoir  of  three  days’  capacity.  Piped  supply. 

Shutford.  Wells  and  springs. 

Sibford  Ferris  and  Sibford  Gower.  Public  piped  supply  from  a  spring. 
There  are  12  standpipes  in  the  village. 
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Steeple  Aston.  Springs  mainly.  There  is  no  piped  water  supply.  A 
public  piped  supply  is  required. 

Swalcliffe.  Wells. 

Tadmarton.  Wells. 

Wardington.  Piped  supply  from  a  line  230  feet  deep,  close  to  a  spring. 
There  have  been  considerable  difficulties  during  the  year  with  regard  to 
the  supply  to  the  higher  parts  of  the  village. 

Wiggington.  Public  piped  supply  from  a  spring  which  is  satisfactory. 

Wroxton.  Public  and  private  wells.  Several  are  known  to  be  polluted, 
including  the  well  at  the  Vicarage. 

The  water  supplies  in  the  district  may  be  divided  into  the  following 
categories: 

1.  Villages  with  a  piped  supply  which  is  satisfactory  and  sufficient: 
Adderbury  East  and  West,  Bloxham,  Bodicote,  Milton,  Cropredy, 
Deddington,  Horton,  Shennington,  Sibford  Ferris,  Sibford  Gower  and 
Wiggington.  Wardington  has  a  piped  supply  which  at  present  is 
insufficient. 

2.  Villages  in  which  there  is  no  piped  supply  but  the  supply  is 
reasonably  satisfactory  and  sufficient  for  present  needs:  Epwell, 
Milcombe,  Mollington,  Middle  Aston,  North  Aston,  Shutford,  Swalcliffe 
and  Wroxton. 

3.  Villages  in  which  the  supply  is  mainly  polluted  or  unsatisfactory 
and  which  are  in  need  of  a  public  piped  supply:  Alkerton,  Barford  St. 
John  and  St.  Michael,  Bourton,  Broughton,  Clay  don,  Drayton,  Hanwell, 
Hook  Norton,  Horley,  North  and  South  Newington,  Steeple  Aston. 

Water  Examination.  9  specimens  were  examined  from  public  supplies 
during  the  year.  5  from  Deddington — 4  Class  1,  one  Class  3.  Horton, 
Class  1.  Shennington,  Class  1.  Sibford,  one  Class  1 ,  and  one  Class  3. 

The  following  Class  1  samples  were  obtained  from  private  supplies: 
Steeple  Aston  1,  Middle  Aston  2. 

A  sample  from  Tadmarton  was  Class  2. 

The  following  Class  4  samples  were  obtained  from  private  supplies: 
Bodicote  1,  Hook  Norton  1,  Bloxham  1,  Steeple  Aston  1,  South 
Newington  1,  Claydon  1,  Wroxton  1,  Adderbury  West  1,  Broughton  2. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.

Ashton-under -Wychw oo d.  Piped  supply  from  springs — satisfactory 
and  sufficient.  Classes  1  and  3.  Mains  are  small.  Short  at  times. 

Blenheim  Park.  Private  supply  to  Blenheim  Palace  from  a  shallow 
well— Fair  Rosamond's  Well— which  appears  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bruern.  Most  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  Bruern  Abbey.  Appears 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Chadlington.  Piped  supply  from  springs.  Mains  are  small  and  there 
is  shortage  at  certain  times  of  the  day. 

Charlbury.  Piped  supply  from  springs.  Satisfactory.  Class  1. 
Springs  are  in  oolite.  The  south  end  of  town  is  supplied  from  the 
Fawler  supply.  Service  reservoir  45,000  gallons. 

Chastleton.  Private  wells  and  small  private  piped  supply.  Not 
satisfactory.  Could  be  supplied  from  Oxford  Scheme  or  North  Cots- 
wold  R.D.C. 

Chilson.  Small  public  piped  supply.  Was  Class  4  on  one  examination. 
Now  Class  1.  Not  satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  quality. 
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Churchill.  Piped  supply  liable  to  contamination.  Six  samples  during 
the  year.  5  Class  1,  1  Class  3.  Part  of  the  parish  near  Kingham  station 
is  supplied  by  a  public  main  from  a  spring  at  Sarsden.  There  was  some 
trouble  with  surface  water  during  the  year,  but  after  protective 
measures  were  taken  Class  1  samples  were  obtained.  (1  Class  4,  1  Class 
2,  2  Class  1.)  This  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  villages,  always  short  in  a 
dry  season. 

Coombe.  Piped  supply.  Class  1. 

Cornbury  Park.  Private  piped  supplies. 

Cornwell.  Private  piped  supply.  Class  1 . 

Enstone.  Most  of  the  hamlets  in  this  village  have  small  piped  supplies, 
the  majority  private.  Seven  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  3 
Class  1,  2  Class  3,  2  Class  4.  A  public  water  scheme  is  needed. 

Fawler.  Piped  supply.  Class  1 — as  Finstock. 

Fifield.  Piped  supply  from  springs.  Class  1. 

Finstock.  Piped  supply.  Class  1.  From  a  spring  near  the  River 
Evenlode  (at  Fawler). 

Glympton.  New  private  piped  supply  from  a  borehole  in  the 
Glympton  estate. 

Great  Tew.  The  houses  in  the  higher  part  of  the  village  have  private 
wells.  Those  lower  down  have  a  small  piped  supply,  to  a  common  tap. 
A  proper  piped  supply  is  urgently  required. 

Hensington  Without.  Piped  supply  from  Oxford  City. 

Fieythrop.  Private  piped  supplies.  One  sample  Class  1. 

Idbury.  Piped  supply.  Class  3.  The  hamlet  of  Foscote  is  badly 
supplied. 

Kiddington.  Private  supplies  from  wells.  Short.  Main  supply 
required. 

Kingham.  Private  supplies  from  wells.  Water  had  to  be  carted  to 
part  of  the  village  during  the  year.  A  water  scheme  is  badly  required. 
Various  schemes  have  received  the  consideration  of  the  Council  in 
recent  years.  At  present  a  deep  bore  is  being  tested. 

Feafield.  Piped  supply.  Class  1 .  From  springs. 

Little  Tew.  Private  piped  supplies  and  wells.  Water  scheme  is 
required.  5  samples  Class  2,  3  Class  3,  1  Class  4. 

Lyneham.  Piped  supply  from  spring,  Class  1.  Mains  are  small  and 
corroded.  Pollution  occurs  during  heavy  rain.

Milton-under-Wychwood.  Piped  supply  from  springs.  Class  1. 
There  has  been  shortage  at  the  higher  levels  during  the  summer 
owing  to  lack  of  a  reservoir,  which  is  at  present  under  consideration. 
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Over  Norton.  Springs  in  oolite  were  formerly  used  but  owing  to 
pollution  of  these  by  a  military  camp  during  the  war,  a  supply  was 
obtained  from  Chipping  Norton  Borough.  This  is  Class  1. 

Rollright.  Private  supplies.  Six  samples.  3  Class  1,  3  Class  4. 
Water  scheme  wanted.  A  piped  supply  is  required  for  the  village. 

Rousham.  Private  supply.  Appears  satisfactory. 

Mains  are 
small  and  water  is  short  in  dry  periods. 

Sandford  St.  Martin.  Private  piped  supply.  Some  wells. 

Sarsden.  Private  piped  supply.  Some  wells. 

Shipton-under-Wychwood.  Public  piped  supply  from  a  spring  at 
Upper  Shipton.  Samples:  1  Class  1,  1  Class  3.  The  upper  part  of  the 
village  is  short  at  times.  There  is  no  reservoir. 

Spelsbury.  Private  piped  supply  from  springs,  to  a  common  stand¬ 
pipe.  Some  wells.  Piped  supply  required. 

Steeple  Barton  and  Westcot  Barton.  Deep  bore  150  feet  deep  near 
Worton  Road.  Reservoir  21,000  gallons.  Piped  supply.  Class  1. 

Stonesfield.  Piped  supply.  Class  1 .  Same  as  Finstock. 

Swerford.  Small  piped  supply.  Class  2.  A  better  supply  is  required. 

Tackley.  Several  private  wells  and  one  public  well.  Could  supply 
from  Oxford. 

Wootton.  Three  public  wells.  There  was  shortage  in  1947.  The  wells 
were  contaminated.  3  samples.  Class  4.  Will  require  to  be  supplied  by 
Oxford  City.  Several  schemes  for  the  village  have  been  considered 
recently,  but  turned  down  on  account  of  unsatisfactory  analysis. 

Worton.  Small  piped  supplies  from  springs  which  appear  to  be 
sufficient.  2  samples.  1  Class  1.  1  Class  4. 

Wychwood.  Populous  part  of  the  parish  is  supplied  by  the  Leafield 
mains.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  following  villages  are  wholly  sewered 
and  are  equipped  with  sewage  disposal  works: — - 

Charlbury,  Churchill,  Fifield,  Milt  on-under- Wych  wood,  Kingham, 
Shipton-under-Wychwood. 

Parts  of  the  following  parishes  are  sewered  with  a  small  sewage 
disposal  works  in  each  case: — - 

Ascot-under-Wychwood,  Chadlington,  Chilson,  Coombe,  Idbury 
and  Salford. 

A  private  sewage  scheme  has  been  carried  out  in  the  village  of 
Glympton.  Work  is  at  present  being  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
sewage  scheme  for  Hensington  Without,  which  forms  part  of  the 
Borough  of  Woodstock  scheme. 

Schemes  have  been  prepared  for  Ascot-under-Wychwood  and  Steeple 
Barton;  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation  in  the  cases  of  Chadlington 
and  Churchill. 

New  sewage  schemes  are  required  at  Coombe,  Stonesfield,  Tackley, 
Enstone  and  Leafield;  Chadlington,  Churchill  (improved  scheme), 
Finstock,  Kingham  (improved  scheme),  Rollright,  Great  and  Little 
Tew,  Over  Norton,  Spelsbury,  Wootton.

Since  1939  8  war-time  agricultural  cottages  have  been  erected  and 
68  houses  under  the  Housing  Act  1946.  8  houses  were  completed  in 
1947  and  108  are  under  construction. 

The  number  estimated  for  the  needs  of  the  district  is  384. 

Bungalows  for  Old  People.  The  Council  are  building  a  number  of 
bungalows  for  aged  and  infirm  people  at  Shipton-under-Wychwood, 
in  addition  to  those  required  for  ordinary  needs  there.  They  are  also 
considering  a  proposal  to  build  similar  bungalows  in  other  sites,  along 
with  a  communal  centre  in  which  would  live  a  suitable  person  who 
could  give  assistance  to  the  old  people  in  their  homes.  The  cost  of  the 
bungalows  would  be  borne  by  the  Council  and  rents  charged  in  the 
ordinary  way,  but  the  cost  of  the  communal  centre  might  be  borne 
by  the  County  Council  as  Welfare  Authority. 

A  complete  housing  survey  of  the  district  of  all  houses  with  a  rateable 
value  of  over  £20  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  S.  P. 
Bendle,  and  completed  in  1947.  The  following  is  his  report. 

The  survey  was  commenced  in  August  1945  upon  instructions  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  all  the  houses  have  been  graded. 

The  categories  suggested  were: 

1 .  Satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

2.  Minor  defects. 

3.  Requiring  repair,  structural  alteration  or  improvement. 

4.  Appropriate  for  reconditioning  under  the  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Acts. 

5.  Unfit  for  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 

Under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  a  local  authority  can  serve 
a  Notice  on  the  owner  of  a  house  to  carry  out  such  work  as  will  render 
it  fit  for  human  habitation,  unless  they  are  satisfied  that  it  cannot  be

rendered  fit  at  reasonable  expense.  The  Section  goes  on  Tn  determining 
.  .  .  whether  a  house  can  be  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation  at  a 
reasonable  expense,  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
works  necessary  to  render  it  so  fit  and  the  value  which  it  is  estimated 
that  the  house  will  have  when  the  works  are  completed’.  It  will  be 
appreciated  that  'reasonable  expense’  is  difficult  to  define  at  the 
present  time 

(a)  because  of  the  increased  cost  of  all  building  work, 

(b)  because  of  the  great  difference  between  the  prices  being  obtained 
for  houses  sold  with  vacant  possession  and  those  where  pos¬ 
session  cannot  be  given,  and 

(c)  because  of  the  low  rents  of  many  of  the  houses. 

In  this  report,  however,  it  can  be  taken  that  the  houses  put  in 
category  2  would  come  within  Section  9  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  but 
many  in  Grade  3  would  not,  and  many  of  them  will  ultimately  go  into 
category  5. 

As  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act  is  not  now  in  operation, 
categories  3  and  4  have  been  put  together,  but  we  have  the  necessary 
information  to  enable  us  to  separate  them  if  and  when  the  Act  is 
revived  and  the  definition  of  'Agricultural  Worker’  is  known. 

One  very  important  thing  to  settle  before  commencing  the  survey 
was  a  common  standard,  in  order  that  houses  in  similar  condition  in 
different  districts  should  be  put  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  same  cate¬ 
gory.  Meetings  of  Various  branches  and  centres  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors’  Association  were  held  to  consider  this,  and  ultimately  a 
general  standard  was  arrived  at.  Then  most  County  Councils  (including 
the  Oxfordshire  County  Council)  formed  Technical  sub-Committees 
of  their  Housing  Advisory  Committees  who  were  mainly  people  who 
would  make  the  survey,  and  in  the  end  agreement  was  reached. 

Full  details  of  all  defects  were  not  noted  during  the  survey,  as  we  felt 
this  to  be  a  waste  of  time  seeing  that  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  labour 
and  materials  it  would  not  be  possible  to  serve  a  lot  of  repair  notices  at 
present.  When  Statutory  Notices  are  served,  it  is  necessary  to  have 
detailed  information  on  all  matters  connected  with  the  houses  con¬ 
cerned,  and  if  such  information  were  collected  now,  it  would  be  out  of 
date  by  the  time  Statutory  action  is  taken.  The  forms  used  for  the 
survey  give  us  all  the  information  we  want  now,  and  further  particulars 
can  be  added  when  the  time  comes. 

I  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Joshua,  the  Council’s  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  has  done  practically  all  the  inspections,  for 
the  manner  and  speed  with  which  the  survey  has  been  made. 
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The  following  Tables  give  a  fairly  clear  picture  of  the  housing 
position  in  the  district: 

Table  No.  4  shows  the  classification  of  the  houses.  As  will  be  seen, 
the  total  number  of  houses  visited  was  3911,  and  of  these 

762  or  19.5  per  cent  were  in  category  1 
1467  or  37.5  per  cent  were  in  category  2 
1282  or  32.7  per  cent  were  in  categories  3  and  4 
400  or  10.2  per  cent  were  in  category  5. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  parish  of  Cornwell  comes  out  on  top  with  100 
per  cent  category  1  houses,  while  at  the  other  end  are  Westcot  Barton 
and  Great  Tew  with  25  per  cent  and  28.7  per  cent  unfit  houses  res¬ 
pectively. 

There  are  seventy-two  cases  of  overcrowding  in  the  district,  affecting 
502  people.  These  are  ‘overcrowded’  within  the  scale  mentioned  in  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  which  in  the  opinion  of  many  of  us  is  much  too  low. 
Under  that  Act,  living  rooms  are  counted  in  the  measurements  for 
‘permitted  numbers’  of  occupants  of  a  house;  children  under  ten  years 
of  age  are  counted  as  half  a  unit,  and  infants  under  12  months  are  not 
counted  at  all.  Under  the  scale,  the  following  families  would  not  be 
‘overcrowded’  if  all  the  rooms  had  110  square  feet  of  floor  area: 

1.  Man,  wife  and  two  children  in  a  house  containing  a  living  room 
and  bedroom. 

2.  Man,  wife,  adult  son,  two  girls  and  two  boys  under  ten  years  of  age 
in  a  house  containing  a  living  room  and  two  bedrooms. 

3.  Man,  wife,  two  adult  sons,  an  adult  daughter  and  five  children  in 
a  house  containing  four  rooms.
